FIRST TWO DAILS. 
DISCHARGE OF LIABILITIES. 


In the Dail yesterday, the Minister for 
Home Affairs moved for leave to have printed 
and circulated a bill to make provision for the 
disposal of the property of the first J)sil 
Eireann and the second Dail Eireann, and 
for the redemption and discharge oí the loans 
floated by those bodies. He said that it was 
appropriate, when they were about to float a 
loan, that they should introduce a measure 
dealing with the financial liabilities of the 
first two previous Dails. This bill was foc 
redemption and discharge of loans and other 
liabilities incurred by the first and second 
Dails. He asked that it be read a first time. 

The motion was agreed to. 


THE RAILWAYS. 

Mr. Johnson introduced a bill, signed by 
himself and Mr. William Davin, to provide 
for the acquisition by the State of the rail- 
ways in Saorstat Eireann, for their manage- 


ment, and the management of the Post Office, | 


and for the co-ordination of road, motor, 
aerial, and other transport services. He said 
that if the bill were passed, it meant the 
Nationalisation of the Irish Railways and the 
co-ordination of all transport services, in- 
cluding railways, canals, roads, postal service, 
aeris] communication, and the like. 

It was not thought that all this would be 
accomplished on a given date. It was pfo- 
posed to establish a Ministry of Transport 
and Communications, and that the Minister 
would be responsible to the Oireachtas for ail 
the communications, including the Postal Ser- 
vice. It would mean eventually the absorp- 
tion of the Ministry of Postal and Telegraphs

The in- 
tention was that the transfer would be on 
a basis which should be fixed by a tribunal 
consisting of three persons, The Chairman 
would be a person who held, or had held, 
high political oftice. The tribunal would 
have the assistance of competent accountants, 
one of whom would bé nominated by or ap- 
proved by the railway companies.
